STATEMENT CONCERNING THE RECENT ACTIVITY AFTER THE FIRE OF 
APRIL 22 


A fire was deliberately set in our office on the evening of 
April 22, 1989. The Calgary police department assigned a 
detective to determine the person or persons responsible for 
setting this; tire, 


At his request, a listing of all people with access to keys 
was given to the detective. This detective contacted two 
members, but has not yet contacted any of the other persons 
listed. 

It seemed the matter had lost the attention of the police, 
until Sunday April 22, two months after the fire, when one 
of the members of our group was contacted by the detective, 
who arranged a meeting the next day at his office. 

The same day as the intended meeting, our group received a 
letter from the city stating that an investigation may 
reveal our responsibility for damages to the city owned 
building as a result of the fire. This letter came as a 
surprise to the building administrators as well as to our 
group. 

Later that day, the meeting scheduled between our group 
member and the detective was canceled, and instead it was 
agreed that they would meet at our new office, at a later 
time. When the police officers arrived, our group member was 
placed under arrest, and was removed from our office. Later, 
he was released on his own recognizance, and now awaits a 
July 11 court hearing, where he will plead not guilty. It is 
not expected that the police have enough evidence to go to 
trial, and were merely being pressured by the city for an 


arrest. 


It is the position of the Lesbian and Gay Youth Group of 
Calgary, that the arrest was unjust, and that the accused is 


completely innocent.

A SHILE IS WORTH A THOUSAND WORDS

We all like a good laugh, and sometimes 
a good cry, and since these are ways of 
releasing tension, they probably contribute 
in a small way to our continued good 
health. But have you ever thought that 
smiling at someone could improve their 
mood? 

When people smile spontaneously, they 
use two sets of facial muscles around the 
mouth, "zygomaticus major,” which contract 
to pull up the corners of the mouth, and 
the muscles around the eyes, "orbicularis 
oculi.” If we smile voluntarily out of a 
sense of its being socially appropriate to 
do so, we use only the muscles around the 
mouth - the eye muscles cannot be 
consciously controlled. 

Nervous connections from the facial 
muscles extend to the hypothalamus. This 
part of the brain is, among many other 
things, intimately involved with control of 
emotions. The action of smiling is 
suspected of stimulating the hypothalamus 
in a way that has a positive effect on our 
mood, but the experimental evidence for 
this is weakest in the case of smiles that 
volunteers have been requested to pose 
artificially, using only the mouth. 

Smiles are infectious, however. If you 
smile at someone they will usually smile 
back, often involuntarily, with mouth and 
eyes. And returning your smile may thus 
alter their mood for the better. !! 


Women and AIDS: Should Lesbians Worry?

Lesbian Sexual practices tend 
to place us at low risk for the 
transmission of HIV, the virus 
that leads to AIDS. Almost 
anything that women might do 
together is safe (not to mention 
fun) so long as blood or "vaginal 
juices” do not get directly from 
an infected person into her 
partners blood stream. Kissing, 
fantasies, dress up, hugging, 
caressing, rubbing bodies 
together, masturbation, role 
playing, phone sex, wrestling and 
anything else you can imagine are 
safe. 

Thus the good news for 
lesbians is that most of our 
sexual practices are low risk for 
HIV. We can continue to explore 
and celebrate our lesbian sexual 
identities with few worries. 

Nonetheless, many lesbians do 
have AIDS. They got it through 
the same means as all women get 
AIDS. Through unprotected anal or 
vaginal intercourse with infected 
men, from sharing needles with 
infected people during IV drug 
use, through blood transfusions 
prior to 1985 when the red cross 
began screening the blood supply 
for HIV, and finally, through 
artificial insemination with 
semen from an infected man. 

Joann Loulan, author of 
Lesbian Sex and Lesbian Passion: 
Loving Ourselves and Each Other, 
feels that lesbians are in 
"tremendous denial” about AIDS. 


She reports on a survey carried 
out by the Kinsey Institute with 
262 women at the 1987 Michigan 
Women’s Festival. “21° per cent’ of 
the women who identifies 
themselves as lesbians reported 
having had sex with men between 
1980 and 1987. Another area of 
concerns for*tesbians "is the 
amount of drug and alcohol abuse 
in our community. Sharing needles 
for dV. drug usé™can very 
effectively transmit HIV from an 
infected person directly into the 
blood stream of another. Cocaine, 
alcohol, and other substances do 
not support direct transmission 
unless needles are used, but do 
undermine both the immune system 
and rational decision making. 


Another significant effect of 
AIDS for lesbians is the impact 
it has had on our community. AIDS 
has been used as an excuse for 
increased discrimination against 
homosexuals in the areas of 
housing, employment, insurance, 
and access to services. Those 
determined to oppress gay people 
are unaware, and likely 
uninterested, in the fact that 
while gay men make up the largest 
portion of people living with 
AIDS in North America, lesbians 
make up the smallest. AIDS is not 
a disease of gay men. Anyone can 
get it. But, it .ispassignif£icant 
issue for the gay/lesbian 
community as we support 
increasing numbers of our gay 
brothers through this health 
crisis.
